from his place on the floor, glared at 
each other at the close of the Cuban * 
debate Thursday and joined an issue 
of veracity. This sensational episode 
completely overshadowed the interest 
in the Cuban debate, which was con­ 
tinued uninterruptedly 
in the house 
for three days during the considera­ 
tion of the diplomatic and consular 
appropriation bill. Wednesday notice 
was given by Mr. Williams (dem., 
Miss.) that at the conclusion of the 
debate a motion would be made to 
recommit the bill, with instructions. 
Thursday when the motion was made 
by Mr. Bailey it was ruled out of order 
by the speaker. Mr. Bailey thereupon 
startled the house by affirming that he 
had a private understanding with the 
speaker by which a vote should be 
taken directly on the motion to recom­ 
mit. 
This the speaker emphatically 
denied, and these two leaders of their 
respective parties in the house, with 
white faces and voices shaken by emo­ 
tion, set their statements against each 
other, while the galleries looked on in 
breathless amazement and the mem­ 
bers were in an uproar. The result of 
the speaker’s position was that an ap­ 
peal was taken from his decision, and 
by a strict party vote it was laid on 
the table—168 to 114—the democrats 
and populists, as on the two previous 
days, voting against the solid republi­ 
can strength. 
Mr. Clark (dem., Mo.) opened the de­ 
bate with a speech advocating the re­ 
cognition of the insurgents as belliger­ 
ents. 
Mr. Williams (Dem., Wis.), a mem­ 
ber of the foreign affairs committee, 
sneered at the statement of Mr. Hitt 
that the granting of belligerency rights 
to the Cubans would afford them no 
advantage. 
Mr. King (Dem., Utah), who has re­ 
cently returned from a visit to Cuba, 
characterized the scheme of autonomy 
as a delusion, and declared if peace 
came on that basis Spain wTould saddle 
the war debt on Cuba. Permanent 
peace could not come to tile island un­ 
til independence was achieved. 
Mr Johnson (Rep., Ind.), in a fifteen- 
minute speech sustained the course of 
the administration. The President, he 
said, had displayed good sense, sound 
judgment end exalted patriotism. 
Mr. Simpson (Pop., Kan.), speaking 
for the third party, said he was satis­ 
fied that the real secret benmu the at­ 
titude of the administration was the 
fact that the holders of Spanish bonds 
—$400,000,000 in amount—were not yet 
satisfied that they would get their mon­ 
ey. 
Mr. Dingley (Rep., Me.) took 
the 
floor to reply to remarks made during 
the course of the debate relative to the 
wage reductions in the cotton indus­ 
try. He admitten that the depression 
in the cotton industry was unfortunate, 
but the cause was exceptional. It was 
due to the sudden and unexpected de­ 
cline in the price of cotton. In three 
months the price had declined 30 per 
cent, because the Southern planters in­ 
sisted upon growing 2,000,000 bales 
more cotton that the world wanted. 
The Cuban Question was temporarily 
lost sight of, and for more than an 
hour tariff was talked, to the exclusion 
of everything else. 
At 4 o’clock the committee rose under 
the arrangement made Wednesday and 
reported the bill to the house. One of 
the most dramatic and sensational epi­ 
sodes of this congress followed. Mr. 
Bailey suddenly electrified the house 
with the statement that he had a dis­ 
tinct understanding with the speaker 
of the house that the

Spain’s mineral wealth is 
greater 
than that of almost any other Euro­ 
pean country; 80 per cent of her soil 
Is reckoned as productive and her va­ 
ried climate makes possible a great 
range of agricultural products, says 
the Outlook. There has been no con­ 
siderable war since the days of Napo­ 
leon to waste her resources and her 
geographical position has so protected 
her that she has been spared the great 
expenditures for fleets and standing 
armies which other nations have had 
to meet. But, in spite of all this, she 
is today stricken bankrupt and impo­ 
tent, with debts which she can never 
meet, with the highest rate of illit­ 
eracy in Europe, excepting* that of Por­ 
tugal and the Italian islands (in 1889, 
the latest date for which figures can 
be found, 7.15 per cent could neither 
read nor write), and without even that 
hope for the future which a normally 
increasing population would 
give. 
From 1860 to 1877 the annual increase 
of population was one-third of I per 
cent and in the next ten years it 
was one-half of I per cent per annum.

Russia alone with

profit it is absolutely necessary for 
them to feed her a surplus of focd 
above barely the necessary amount to 
keep life in existence. 
They are be* 
ginning to learn that the cow is simply 
a separator and the more food they 
can persuade her to consume the 
quicker they can convert the product 
of the farm into money. 
They realize 
the necessity of proportioning the dif­ 
ferent kinds of food, so as not to feed 
more of some kinds than the cow can 
utilize, thus causing a loss. 
While 
their tests have decreased in some in 
stances their milk has largely in­ 
creased, and they are getting more 
money per cow now than they did 
with their strippers, high tests and 
little milk. 
The factory’s yield of 
milk has grown much faster in pounds 
than the comparative increase in cows 
The only reason I can give for the 
increased yield of butter per hundred 
of milk, with the increased quantity 
of milk per cow, is the effort being 
being made by farmers to advance the 
standard of the cow.

My patron felt down­ 
hearted and bad, and when he went 
home he thought he would look at his 
statem ent,and to his surprise he found 
that he had received 1.02 per hundred, 
and that it was Neighbor I, that was 
robbed.

I hope and have some solid reasons for 
believing that the next champion of the 
world will be an American. 
If I am cor­ 
rect in my surmise that champion will be 
an American of whom the whole nation 
can be proud, a champion in fact as well 
as in name, and not a poser, fakir, orator 
or debater. I sincerely trust, and, in fact, 
believe, that this happy event will occur 
within the next year or two. 
I do not be­ 
lieve the clever letter writer of California 
is the man to do the trick. 
I ain of the 
opinion that tho orator of the antipodes 
can repeat his performance of Carson 
City and do it in less time than it took be­ 
fore. I will give you an idea later on who 
the American with the championship tim ­ 
ber in him is, for I will analyze him to 
your satisfaction, I hope. The chances are 
that many of you liave already guessed 
who I mean. 
At the present moment let us pick up 
Fitzsimmons and Corbett aud discuss

them. 
Right here at the outset I have no 
hesitation in saying that the way both of 
these men have acted—Corbett in the past 
aud Fitzsimmons at the present time—has 
been and is disgraceful. Neither has acted 
like a champion. 
Corbett started the ball 
by telling Fitzsimmons when he challeng­ 
ed him to beat a lot of men, Greedon, 
Hall. Maher and Choynski, before he would 
deign to consider his challenge. The Aus­ 
tralian gives tit for tut and has the impu­ 
dence to trifle with the public by telling 
the Californian to go and defeat Mailer or 
Sharkey, two good men whom Fitzsim ­ 
mons conquered, before he of the freckles 
will consent to cross arms with him. 
The public should not stand for any 
such nonsense. 
Make these alleged light­ 
ers fight or get out of the business. 
Let 
the public give their shows a frost until 
they sign articles to fight. 
Let the press 
roast them instead of printing their airy 
nothings until they consent to get into the 
ring. Press and public can force the issue. 
That fighter never breathed who could 
stand in the way of public opinion. 
It 
will mow him down as it has many a I 
greater man. 
Think for a moment of the insolence of 
this Austalian and the ridiculous figure 
be cuts. 
First lie wins Hie championship 
fairly enough, Tori saw the fight, although 
many people think it was a fluke. 
Then 
ho immediately “ retires,” although lie bills 
himself os champion and lings the title. 
Then comes in this alleged promise to his 
wife “ never to fight again” as a stiffener 
against all challenges. 
Lastly comes the 
farce of the wife cutting the apron string 
and letting this strong man loose, free to 
fight again, when the funds are getting 
low, as the Australian’s enemies say. The 
farce is completed by the most ridiculous 
proposition—acceptance of challenges it 
purported to be—I ever heard of. 
To one 
challenger, Corbett, Fitzsimmons says, 
“ Go fight another man, and if you win 
FU meet you.” To the other challenger, 
“ Kid” McCoy, who dared him to battle 
for the world’s middleweight champion­ 
ship, which title Fitzsimmons also holds, 
the Australian 6ays, “ Beat a first class 
middleweight and then I will battle you 
for the middleweight championship.” U n­ 
like Corbett, McCoy, anxious to force Fifcz 
into the ring, quickly accepts the condi­ 
tion and 6ays, “ Pick out your middle­ 
weight, aud when I whip him I will in­ 
sist on your keeping your word and meet­ 
ing me.” 
The Australian shows his in­ 
sincerity by promptly picking out a heavy­ 
weight, Joe Choynski, a man he fought a 
draw with and whom he could never be 
induced to meet a second time. 
Even at j 
that, the boy—for McCoy is really nothing i 
more—never 
weakened. 
He 
speedily 
agreed to meet Choynski at 163 pounds— 
four pounds above the middleweight limit, 
a weight which Joe can easily make and 
above which he rarely fights. 
But the 
other side won’t have it. My private opin­ 
ion is that McCoy will eventually agree to 
meet Choynski at any weight so as to get 
at Fitz, and I further believe that he can 
whip the plucky Californian at any weight. 
In that event I have a strong suspicion, 
practically amounting to conviction, that 
Fitzsimmons will dodge McCoy and take 
on Corbett. 
Tho “ Kid” at middleweight 
is far more dangerous than Corbett a t 
heavyweight, and nobody knows that bet­ 
ter than Mr. Robert Fitzsimmons. McCoy 
can easily get to middleweight. 
I do not 
believe that the Australian can and be 
strong. He is no longer the lanky “ freak” 
be was when he beat poor Jack Dempsey. 
He has grown tremendously broad across 
the shoulders and deep through the chest 
since that time. 
Even his spindle legs 
have filled out. 
When he fought Corbett 
at Carson City, he declared, and has ever 
since maintained, that he weighed but 156 
pounds. 
George Siler, the referee of that 
battle, gives the official figures as—Cor­ 
bett, 183; Fitzsimmons, 173K. 
Siler, of 
course, speaks the truth. Vanity led Fitz­ 
simmons into uttering a pleasant little fib. 
Ile wanted the public to look upon him as 
a wonderful man—a middleweight who 
was the world’s greatest gladiator. 
If 
Fitz should ever in a reckless moment con­ 
sent to meet McCoy at raiddl»weight, put 
▼our money on the handsome young chap 
from Indiana. 
The American will win 
to a moral certainty. 
Now right here at this point I wish to 
enter as strongly as I can a protest against 
tim conduct of this man Fitzsimmons. 
Ifs unsportsmanlike. Neither he nor any 
Other champion has a right, when proper­ 
ly challenged, to set up any conditions 
whatever, not to speak of the monstrously 
silly ones he laid down for Corbett and 
McCoy. 
Corbett is to blame for starting 
such a ridiculous game, but two wrongs 
don’t make a right. 
Besides, Fitzsim­ 
mons out-Herods Herod. 
He goes further 
than Corbett ever did. 
The latter is an 
American, yet the public was getting very 
weary of his antics, and its loudly express­ 
ed opinion finally forced him to fight. 


Tho public win stand still less rrom a 
foreigner. A word to the wise is sufficient. 
A champion must light when fairly 
called upon by one in his class without 
any “ ifs” or “ ands” or apron strings. Just 
imagine John Morrissey telling John C. 
Heenan when tile latter challenged him 
to first go and whip Yankee Sullivan and 
Tom Hyer, and he would then battle him 
for the championship, or suppose the Eng­ 
lishman, Join Mace, insisted upon his 
American rival, Joe Coburn, whipping 
Tom Sayers, Nat Langham and Tom Al­ 
len before he would deign to meet him for 
the championship, and you will have some 
idea how Fitzsimmons is now acting and 
as Corbett did in the past. 
To get down to our own day, I may 
With pardonable pride point to the fact 
Chat I never dodged any challenges. When 
Kilrain, Mitchell, McCaffrey and a lot of 
others challenged me, I did not tell them 
to go and first tackle a lot of other men. 
I met them. 
Neither did I ever have any 
apron strings wound about me. I never 
heard either that Morrissey, Hyer, Yankee 
Sullivan, Cribb, Sayers, Mace, Coburn or 
any of the old time champions had any 
article of female apparel tacked on to 
them. 
Only a modern champion, and a 
foreigner at that, can indulge in such 
vagaries. 
I sincerely trust that the press 
and public will put an end to such non­ 
sense. 
They can do it and in the way I 
have outlined above. 
Now, who is my future American cham­ 
pion? I will frankly tell you. 
It is Nor­ 
man Selby,or,as he is better known, “ Kid” 
McCoy. 
Do I think he will whip Fitz 
right away and thus practically win the 
middleweight and heavyweight champion­ 
ships of the world? No, not just now. 
Fitz won’t take on the boy at middle­ 
weight. Corbett is easier at heavyweight. 
Fitz is satisfied in his own mind that he 
can whip Corbett again, only that he will 
have to stand a lot of stinging, tantalizing 
punishment us he did before. 
That he 
don’t like, of course, and would not in­ 
vito, if he did not, as is generally suppos­ 
ed, stand in need of ready money. 
So I 
believe that he will meet Corbett some 
time next summer and stop all such drivel­ 
ing talk about tho Californian meeting 
Peter Maher or Sharkey or anybody else 
first. 
As I have already stated, I believe 
he will win as before. 
Corbett, on the 
other hand, really believes that he will re­ 
verse the verdict given at Carson City and 
get on the top of the pugilistic wave and 
win a barrel of money. 
Despite general 
belief to the contrary, he really wants to 
fight and is not talking for mere advertis­ 
ing purposes, for he has everything to gain 
and, at the worst, very little to lose. 
When, as seems likely to my way of 
thinking, Fitz wins again from Corbett, 
he will speedily announce another retire­ 
ment and another apron string arrange­ 
ment. 
That •will lipid good for another 
year at least, by which time it is likely 
the Fitzsimmons’ coffers will need refill­ 
ing anti Robert forced by necessity, as 
well as public opinion, to fight again, for 
by that time “ Kid” McCoy, now but 24 
years of age and not yet fully developed, 
will be a big strapping fellow, fully round­ 
ed out, stripping at 180 pounds or there­ 
about 
aud 
possessed of 
magnificent 
strength. By that time he will have mowed 
down all the heavyweights and will lie 
clamoring for a battle for the world’s 
championship with 
Mr. Fitzsimmons. 
They will come together and the Austra­ 
lian meet his Waterloo. 
A brief analysis of the two men and 
their methods will tell you why I come to 
this conclusion. When the boxers meet at 
the time I have guessed at, McCoy will 
have the advantage of youth by at least 
ten years. 
He will be more clever than 
the Australian, have a slight advantage in 
reach, and I think, too, in quickness. Mc­ 
Coy will be every whit as strong as Fitz 
by this time, very likely as hard a hitter, 
for the young man will go forward and 
the elder man backward, and have a few 
pounds tho advantage in weight. 
There 
won’t be a trick in the game McCoy won’t 
know, and Fitz’s clever and successful 
feints, which deceived and brought down 
Hall, Maher and Corbett, will be lost on 
McCoy. 
Now' as to the mental make up of the 
two men. 
McCoy is the ideal fighter in 
this scientific age. He is a perfect iceberg 
in the ring—cool, alert, wary, always keep­ 
ing out of the way of danger and never 
failing to score a point on an adversary 
when he loses his head or makes a slip of 
any kind. 
He will be even better in a 
year and a half or thereabout than he is 
now. 
Fitz, on the other hand, while tricky, 
cunning and resourceful, frequently loses 
his head, and two or three times in his 
career came near losing battles upon 
which he had banked his future. 
Twice 
he came within an ace of losing with Pe­ 
ter Maher on account of this fault and 
once with Joe Choynski. 
They say also 
he had a close call with Jim Hall. 
He 
won out, however, and is entitled to every 
credit, 
lf he ever loses his head with 
“ Kid” McCoy, be is done for the moment 
! he does. 
Just stick a pin in the predictions I have 
made herein and see whether or not I pos­ 
sess any merit as a prophet.
